The  subscription  fee 
of  $350  per  annum  will  be  continued  this 
year  but  it  will  probably  be  raised  in  the 
near  future. 

Although  the  lay  membership  subscription 
fee  has  been  $600  annually  during  the  ten 
years  of  the  existence  of  the  Galleries,  it  was 
deemed  necessary  by  the  management  to  re- 
duce this  subscription  to  $550  since  1935. 
We  urgently  invite  those  interested  in  Amer- 
ican Art  and  American  artists  to  become 
members  for  this  year  on  this  basis.

At  the  present  time 
there  are  two  or  three  available  lay  member- 
ships due  to  resignations.  If  you  are  interested 
we  will  be  glad  to  give  you  full  information 
regarding  same. 

Over  two  himdred  painters  and  sculptors 
have  made  application  for  membership  during 


the  past  )car  and  only  four  nf  this  number  ha\'e 
been  accepted  by  our  art  committee  which 
acts  in  the  capacity  of  a  jury  on  admission. 
The  members  of  this  committee  are  Eugene 
Savage,  chairman,  Edmund  Greacen,  John  C. 
Johansen,  Ernest  Peixotto  and  Adolph  Wein- 
man. It  is  obvious  that  artistic  standards  are 
maintained   at  a  very  high  level. 

The  lay  members  contribute  a  cash  fee  for 
which  they  receive  a  work  of  art  annually  as 
long  as  they  are  subscribing  members. 

Our  painters  and  sculptors  have  been  most 
generous  in  supporting  their  Galleries  this 
year  and  have  given  paintings  and  bronzes 
worth  from  $600  to  $2,000  as  their  contribu- 
tions. Included  are  landscapes,  marines,  still 
life  paintings,  and  sculpture  for  the  home 
and  garden  —  all  by  distinguished  artists  of 
national  and  international  reputation.  By 
subscribing  $550  you  will  secure  one  of  these 
works  of  art  and  will  at  the  same  time  be 
supporting  American  artists  and  their  home 
institution. 

Last  year  one  hundred  and  nineteen  lay 
members  participated  in  the  drawing.  This 
year  the  subscriptions  are  running  ahead  of 
last  year  so  that  it  appears  we  will  have  to 
close  the  list  early  this  fall.  If  you  are  inter- 
ested we  will  be  glad  to  give  you  further 
detailed    information   upon   application.

The  liieiHiial  exhiLilioa  is  probably  the  larg- 
est and  most  important  international  sbovv  in 
the  world.  Seventeen  leading  nations  have 
erected  important  exhibition  buildings  in  V'enice 
for  the  purpose.  As  there  is  no  department  or 
Fine  Arts  in  the  United  States  Government, 
the  Grand  Central  Art  Galleries,  Inc.,  through 
the  efforts  oF  the  late  Walter  L.  Clark,  Founder 
of  the  Galleries,  built  the  American  Pavillion 
so  that  the  artists  or  the  United  States  could 
be  adequately  represented.  1  he  following  is  a 
very  informal i\'e  article  which  appeared  in  the 
New  York  Herald  Tribune.  April  20,   1938. 

"A  valuable  cargo  of  paintings  and  prints 
by  prominent  contemporaries  and  earlier  Ameri- 
can artists,  from  Winslow  Homer  and  Thomas 
Eakins  to  Walter  L^fer  and  Ernest  L.  Blumen- 
schein,  has  been  shi[)pcd  to  Venice  for  the 
twenty-first  Biennial  International  Exhibition 
there  this  summer,  the  Grand  Central  Galleries. 
15  Yanderbilt  Avenue,  announced  yesterday. 
The  art  was  shipped  Saturday  on  the  Saturnia, 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  Italian  Line. 

Sixty-four  paintings  iind  1  12  etchings  and 
lithographs  were  chosen  lor  the  exhibition, 
Erwin  S.  Barrie,  director  of  the  Grand  Central 
C^ialleries,  said,  as  the  result  of  the  cooperation 
of  a  large  list  of  leading  museums,  collectors 
and  artists.  Two  years  ago  plans  for  a  jury- 
selected  exhibition  brought  on  a  controversy 
among  the  artists  which  resulted  in  cancellation 
of  the  original  plans  and  the  substitution  of  an- 
other show.  This  year  Mr.  Barrio  was  appointed 
Commissioner   of   the   United    States    Division. 

A  feature  will  be  a  group  of  W^estern  sub- 
jects by  Messrs.  L'fer,  Blumenschein,  Randall 
Davey  and   others,   selected  for  their  typically 


American  content,  which  will  represent  the 
Indian  life  of  the  Southwest.  Mr.  Barrie  said. 
Five  of  Ufer  s  early  works  of  this  subject  were 
chosen,  and  several  other  artists  will  be  repre- 
sented by  more  than  one  painting  in  the  display.
